Allied Gains in Territory 


The British are at Valenciennes, an important industrial city 
and an industrial centre close to the boundary between France and 
Selgium, about thirty miles southeast of Lille. The second German 
| defence line is said to begin at Valenciennes and to run southeasterly 
by way of the French fortress of Mauberge to the upper Aisne river 
and the forest of Argonne, where the American forces are making 
such a terrible fight, and thence across the Meuse to the fortress of 
Metz on the Moselle. Truly the Germans are retiring ‘‘aceording 
to plan to prepared positions.’’ Possibly a definte stand will be made 
on the Valenciennes-Mauberge line. And possibly the retirement will 
be to a line from the Scheldt above Antwerp by way of Brussels to 
Namur on the Meuse, thence following the Meuse to the present Am- 
erican battle front. Uf the Germans can be driven back to that line, as 
it appears likely they may be before winter stops operations, practically 
| all of France and half of Belgium will have been redeemed. At pres 
ent one Belgian province, West Flanders, has been cleared of Germans 
and the German ocenpation of France has been reduced about one 
half. 

The Serbians are making good progress in the reoceupation of 
their country. They are effectively occupying the part of Serbia 
| along the Bulgarian frontier, and have reached the Danube at a point 
beyond Bulgaria and opposite Roumania. French troops, aiding the 
Serbians, have occupied Vidin on the Danube in Bulgaria at the 
| crossing of a railway from Roumania, The linking up of Serbia and 
Roumania is evidently with the view of either economie or military 
co-operation at an early date.

In view of the function 
of the high school in providing
